unless they are filed by the first 
Monday in May, which falls on the 
fifth. 


The law 
limits exemptions to 


.$1,000, but in no insatnee may the 
exemption granted be more than 50 
percent of the sum of the mortgage 
on the real estate. In other words, if 
the taxpayer seekfcg am exemption 
has at mortgage for $1,000, he is en- 
titled to exemption from taxes only 
on l$500. It is necessary for the tax- 
payer to have a mortgage of at least 
$2,000 in order :to get the maximum 
exemption under the law. 


Mortgage exemptions must 
be 


sworn to (before a" notary pbulic, ex- 
cept in the case of civil war veterans, 
who may file their exemptions 'with 
the auditor without going through 
.this formality. 


Some taxpayers have the impres- 


sion 'that mortgage exemptions filed 
now apply on this year's taxes, but 
that would be impossible 'because ex- 
emptions may be filed any time up 
until the last day for paying the 
spring installment of taxes.

Dusseldorf said the Franco-Belgian 
industralists had agreed to prologu- 
tion of the so-called "mieum" agree- 
ments for two months and that docu- 
ments'were ready for signature.

MAKING FARM POTATO PATCH PAY 


By County Agent Herschcl D. VanMatre 


Certified seed potatoes are just 


like boys, they should be given 
,a 


bath in order to make them clean. 
Fanners are therefore upged .to treat 
all seed potatoes with corrosive sub- 
limate in order to control disaasdS 
such as scab or black leg which are 
not serious, yet cause considerable 
damage on Hie early crop. Follow- 
ing directions should be followed. 
For smaller quantities use corrosive 
sublimate, in same proportions as 
recommended below. 


Corrosive • Sublimate Treatment 


Corrosive Sublimate 
4 ounces 


Water 
30 gallons 


Treat, potatoes before cutting. 


STEPS IN TREATING 


1. Dissolve corrosive sublimate in 


a quart of 'hot water. 


2. Select two 50-gallon Avooden 


barrels and bore a hole in each in 
the side near the bottom. Fit these 
Avith plugs so that the poison can 
easily be drawn off. 


3. Mount the barrels on a platform 


high enough so Jhat the poison C£> 
be drained into a Avooden buvkct. 


4. Fill on barrel with potatoes; 


into the other pour 30 gallons of 
water, then add .the quart of dissol- 
ved corrosive sublimate. Stir. 


5. Pour posion solution over po- 


tatoes in second barrel until iho po- 
tatoes are completely covered. 


C. Soak for one and one-half hour 


but no longer. 


7.. Drain off the poiso.i solution, 


pouring it back into t-he first barrel.- 
then dump out treated potatoes afl>5 
allow them to dry.

Total «f 6,350,789 Cattle in U. S. 


Now Under Supervision 


During February close to 450,000 


cattle were tuberculin tested by co- 
operating stae and federal veterin- 
arians in the nation-wide effort to 
eradicate bovine tuberculosis. Great- 
est aetivitity in the 'work was re- 
ported from Wisconsin where over 
60,000 cattle were tested. 


Iowa was next with over 47,000 


of -the. total number tested and 12,- 
120 cattle, reacted to -the test, in- 
dicating that they were infected 
with the' dangerous' plague.

ruary activities brought the total 
number of cattle in the United States 
that are under supervision to (i,350,- 
000.

sections. The state hedge fence law, 
which rwas passed as a safety meas- 
ure, requircsxproperty owners to trim 
back foliage for a dis'.aiwe of 3,00 
feet in each direction at a road in- 
tersection and to a minimum height 
of five feet above the crown'of (he 
adjacent roadway. It is time now 
for land owners to give thought to 
these matters and the law makes it 
the duty of county . i;nd 
township 


road officials to serve notice on pro- 
perty owners where there is a viola- 
tion of this law. The penalty is se- 
vere oirproperty owners anil the pen- 
alty applies' equally as' well tp of- 
ficials who fail to act. It is to be 
hoped that the interests of 
public 


safety will be better safeguarded this 
spring in ndiana than ever before.

economy to practice testing? 


This is just what testing means 


when ten to thirty percent of tested 
corn -is thrown out which is approx- 
imately the average that is being dis- 
carded. 


Apparently, there is enough pood 


seed corn in the state to plant the 
corn crop. It is -a big question, how- 
ever to locate it. Any farmer having a. 
surplus of tested seed, whether two 
year old corn or last .year's .will do a 
favor to his community and the tsate 
to agree to dispose of it for seed and 
notify the Soils and Crops Depart- 
ment at Purdue University Agricul- 
tural Extension Department as to the 
amount, price and whether it is for 
sale. 


There a.re a number of com cribs 


over the state from which a limited 
amount of good seed can be selected. 
Every farmer should go through'his 
•crib and pick out the most likely seed 
ears, put them through the test and 
dispose of them for seed. 


The man planting non-tested seed 


corn this year is ha king a big chance 
and can't afford to do it. This will in 
many cases mean a replanting, which 
•will mean additional labor and later 
corn, which is likely to be frosted in 
the fall. The result of tjiis will in 
turn be sappy immature com and the 
same cooditicn of poor seed repeated 
another year. 


INDIANA CROP REPORT 


(U. S. Department of Agriculture 
Co-operating with Indiana Legisla- 
tive Reference Bureau) 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 15—A lack 


of snow covering during the severe 
weather, in the southern part of the 
state is the principal cause for the 
low condition of winter wheat and 
rye at this time, according to the re- 
port of the co-operative crop report- 
ing service for ^Indiana, issued to- 
day. Breeding sows -show a decrease 
of 99,000 head compared with last 
year, but the per cent of supply to 
demand for farm labor is somewhat 
better than a year ago. 
The report 


follows:- 
Indiana April 1, was 74 per cent of 
Indiana April 1, was 74 per cent of 
normal, which is 14 points under the 
December condition, 4 points under 
the April, 1923 condition and 
S 


points'under the April 10-year aver- 
age. 
On this figure, and taking into 


consideration the average abandon- 
ment reportd on May 1, the crop this 
year will amount to approximately 
24,200,000 bushels, compared with 
34,188,000 bushels 
harvested ' last 


year. 
The total seeded.last fall a- 


mounfcd lo 1,917.000 acres of which 
much has been badly damaged by 
the severe winter and will be plowed 
under or used for oilier purposes 
than grain. 
The acreage remaining 


for harves-r this year .will, he mater- 
ially less than last year's acreage. 


In the southern -part of the state 


there has been but little saow, to 
•cover the wheat plants during the 
winter and many correspondents re- 
port that entire fields will lie aban- 
doned in many places, .while others 
indicate that many fields will be let 
stand only because of tile labor sia- 
uation. In the northern ^art of the 
state the situation is more favor- 
able, although low spots in many 
fields are dead because of ice stand- 
ing in them for an excessive length 
of time. Early sown wheat in well 
drained fields in the northern part 
of the-state-look ^good. 
Late sown 


fields in: all sections are in .poor con- 
dition. Hessian fly or other insects 


were repoTted from only a few s^c- 
tions.
